Council met

policemen Tuesday night as 
it mulled over City Manager 
Jim 
Huff’s 
proposal

increasing police pay. 
H u f f ’s 
proposal 
was 
unanimously accepted by the 
council. It calls for allowing 
policement to volunteer for 
five hours overtime per week 
at time and a half, paying for 
training and court appearances 
and 
a 
clothing allowance 
increase from $120 to $240 
per year. 
H uff’s 
proposal 
came 
after 
c ompl ai nt s 
from 
policement that their salaries 
were too low. A study by 
Huff showed that the median 
starting salary for police in 
the 
Bootheel 
is 
$5,640 
compared to Sikeston Police 
Department’s 
$4,850. The 
highest average salary for a 
p a t r o l m a n 
is 
$6,920, 
c om p ar e d 
to 
Sikeston’s 
$6,350. 
The police wives brought 
along family budgets to show 
the council just how badly 
they needed money. Each of 
the 
budgets 
showed 
the 
families going into the red. 
Pay checks are being used to 
pay, not next week’s bills, 
but the bills of the previous 
two weeks. 


One wife told the council 
that she and her husband 
were turned down on a loan for 
an $11,000 house because

$1 0 0 Billion U.S. 
Budge t Hik e Seen

WASHINGTON (NEA> 
In the nex t presidential term, the federal budget is 
going to rise at least $100 billion abov e present annual 
lev els. It therefore takes a good deal of sheer nerv e for 
any politician to talk these day s about "tax relief ” I be 
real likelihood is higher tax es. 
Ev en before Congress added $8.4 billion to y early fed­ 
eral outlay s by enacting a 20 per cent Social Security 
benefit increase, the Brookings Institution’s new budget 
study had projected U.S. budget hikes totaling $91 billion 
between now and fiscal 19 77. 
The future figures could go considerably higher if Con­ 
gress continues its present course of enlarging major 
appropriations affecting social programs. Nearly $2 bil­ 
lion has been added by Congress to President Nix ons 
budget request for HEW funds this fiscal y ear 
The President’s v eto, of course, could put a damper on 
some of this ex pansion. 
The Brookings budget rev iew' indicates that inflation 
will add $9 billion a y ear to the budget, representing 
higher federal workers’ wages and higher prices for the 
things the gov ernment buy s. 
There are built-in escalators. More and more bene­ 
ficiaries are coming under education, health, welfare 
and other programs. An automatic cost-of-liv ing booster 
is contained in some, and now will be part of the Social 
Security sy stem. Brookings figured the escalators as 
adding perhaps $6 billion a y ear to the budget, not count­ 
ing the new Social Security features. 
It is estimated that as env ironmental agencies dev elop, 
federal pollution-fighting costs may take $4 billion a y ear. 
The Social Security legislation adopted this summer 
prov ides some, but not a lot of, offsetting rev enue gains. 
The pay roll tax rate goes up a little nex t y ear, and the 
income* base from which those tax es are taken will be 
widened in 19 73. in 19 74. and probably often thereafter. 
Nev ertheless, there is no real treasure trov e to tap to 
cov er the full range of enlarging ex penditures. These will 
more than use up the so-called fiscal div idend, the tax 
rev enue gain that accompanies general economic growth. 
That div idend has largely v anished. The reason, say s the 
Brookings report: 
•*. . . in the space of 10 short y ears, federal civ ilian 
ex penditures as a percentage of GNP (the nation’s total 
output) almost doubled, ev en if no new programs are 
added, the annual growth in ex isting ex penditure pro­ 
grams now absorbs a much larger fraction of the growth 
in rev enues than was the case 10 y ears a go.” 
Notwithstanding these difficulties, politicians in both 
major parties keep suggesting that no new tax increases 
will hav e to be v oted in the nex t y ear or two. The Demo­ 
crats talk often of “ tax reform,” knowing full well that 
the ex pression is read by many v oters as a cut in tax es 
The tax ex perts do indeed agree that the tax sy stem is 
loaded with inequities—that the pay roll tax falls with 
ex tra weight on lower income workers, some priv ileged 
people enjoy tax preferences (loopholes), the property 
tax is a jerry -built monstrosity . 
But, realistically , there can be no reforms which 
amount to general tax cuts. Since 19 64, Congress has en­ 
acted tax reductions depriv ing the U.S. treasury today 
of some $45 billion y early . The trend now surely is going 
lo be the other way —to get it back, and more.

It can be said with authority this meeting with Presi­ 
dent Thieu ol South Vietnam had been arranged before 
Kissinger’s secret session with Hanoi’s Le Due Tho in 
Paris 'The Kissinger second-day meeting with Thieu, ad­ 
vertised as 
unexpected, 
had also been arranged in 
advance 
But recently captured documents reveal North Viet­ 
namese commanders in the South have been ordered to 
make preparations for an early cease-fire. They are to 
divide their troops into two categories. One group would 
stay aboveground and available for movement back to 
whatever cease-tire lines are decided on. 
But selected cadre from each unit are to make prep­ 
arations for going underground, and to stay behind when 
■'all” North Vietnamese troops officially march to the 
agreed cease-1 ire areas 
At the same time, men close to the secret Paris talks 
say the North Vietnamese meeting with Kissinger in 
Paris have not modified then stilt surrender demands in 
the slightest. They still insist on a coalition government 
dominated by Communists, an American-arranged throw- 
out of Thieu, complete U.S. withdrawal from Indochina 
and an end to ( S aid for Saigon. 
Mr. Nixon is still holding out against any give-in or 
face-saving compromise with Hanoi which would amount 
to giving the Communists what they demand. But this 
Nixon determination may not last for long. 
Kissinger did discuss new possibilities with Thieu in 
Saigon Time is running short before election day. Despite 
the public opinion polis showing him the heavy favorite.

Workers at D«w Chemical Co. plants in Bay City, 
Mich., have been on strike for six months. About eight 
out of 10 of the strikers are collecting weekly jobless 
pay from the state unemployment compensation fund. 
They are taking advantage of a 1968 court ruling 
which makes workers who take part-time jobs during a 
strike eligible for compensation when they are laid off. 
The 
benefits 
are charged against their primary 
employer, not against the “friendly” employer who 
gave them the temporary job. In the Dow case, as little 
as one day of interim work was necessary. Earnings 
were from $1 to $18. On the basis of that, strikers 
have been collecting an average of $79 a week. 
The Bay City strikers are only one example of a 
trend that threatens to unbalance the whole collective 
bargaining process in the U.S.: By one device or 
another, more and more strikers are getting substantial 
public assistance. According to some estimates, food 
stamps and welfare aid for strikers could reach $304- 
million in 1973. Only two states, New York and 
Rhode Island, allow unemployment compensation to 
strikers,

elsewhere, more and more loopholes are being opened 
up by obliging legislatures or courts. 
It will take action at both federal and local levels to 
deal with the problem. Congress should limit the food 
stamp program, which comes up for renewal next year, 
to low-income families who need help.

WASHINGTON <NEA> 
In the next presidential term , the federal budget e 
going to rise at least $100 billion above present annual 
levels. It therefore takes a good deal of sheer nerve for 
any politician to talk these days about “ tax relief 
The 
real likelihood is higher taxes. 
Even before Congress added $8.4 billion to yearly fed­ 
eral outlays by enacting a 20 per cent Social Security 
benefit increase, the Brookings Institution’s new budget 
study had projected U.S. budget hikes totaling $01 billion 
between now and fiscal 1977. 
The future figures could go considerably higher it Con­ 
gress continues its present course of enlarging major 
appropriations affecting social program s Nearly $2 bil­ 
lion has been added by Congress to President Nixon’s 
budget request for HEW funds this fiscal year 
The President’s veto, of course, could put a damper on 
some of this expansion 
The Brookings budget review indicates that inflation 
will add $9 billion a year to the budget, representing 
higher federal workers’ wages and higher prices for the 
things the government buys. 
There are built-in escalators. More and more bene­ 
ficiaries are coming under education, health, welfare 
and other programs. An automatic cost-of-living booster 
is contained in some, and now will be part of the Social 
Security system. Brookings figured the escalators as 
adding perhaps $6 billion a year to the budget, not count­ 
ing the new Social Security features 
It is estim ated that as environmental agencies develop, 
federal pollution-fighting costs may take $4 billion a year. 
The Social Security legislation adopted this sum m er 
provides some, but not a lot of, offsetting revenue gains. 
The payroll tax rate goes up a little next year, and the 
income base from which those taxes are taken will be 
widened in 1973. in 1974. and probably often thereafter 
Nevertheless, there is no real treasure trove to tap to 
cover the full range of enlarging expenditures These will 
more than use up the so-called fiscal dividend, the tax 
revenue gain that accom panies general economic growth 
That dividend has largely vanished The reason, says the 
Brookings report: 
**. . . in the space of 10 short years, federal civilian 
expenditures as a percentage of GNP (the nation’s total 
output» almost doubled, even if no new program s are 
added, the annual growth in existing expenditure pro­ 
gram s now absorbs a much larger fraction of the growth 
in revenues than was the case 10 years ago “ 
Notwithstanding these difficulties, politicians in both 
major parties keep suggesting that no new tax increases 
will have to be voted in the next year or two. The Demo­ 
crats talk often of “ tax reform ,“ knowing full well that 
the expression is read by m any voters as a cut in taxes 
The tax experts do indeed agree that the tax system is 
loaded with inequities—that the payroll tax falls w *h 
extra weight on lower income workers, some privileged 
people enjoy tax preferences (loopholes!, the property 
tax is a jerry-built monstrosity. 
But, realistically, there can be no reform s which 
amount to general tax cuts Since 1964, Congress has en­ 
acted tax reductions depriving the U S. treasury today 
of some $45 billion yearly. The trend now surely is going
